DEMOCRACY BETRAYED 
BY GROVER CLEVELAND 


After Debauching the Party, Bryan 
Says, Cleveland Stabbed It When 
It Tried To Reform—No 
Harmony Possible with 
' Cleveland Leading.

Lincoln, Nebr., June 2.—The absence 
of William 3. Bryan from the democratic 
harmony Mpiner at New York is pretty 
well explained by a statement given out 
by Mr. Byran this evening, commenting 
-gpon the dinner. At the outset Mr. Bryan 
Bays there is no such thing as democratic 
harmony where former President Cleve- 
land is concerned. He says: 

“The banquet given on the evening of 
June 10 by the Tilden club of New York 
city was advertised as a ‘harmony meet- 
ing,’ but it turned out to be, what might 
have been expected of such a gathering, 
an ovation to the chief guest, former 
democrat, Grover Cleveland. There can 
be no such thing as harmony between 
men like him and those who believe in 
democratic principles, and he frank 
enough to say so. He spent no time 
looking for ‘middle ground’ upon which 
to gather together discordant elements, 
He boldly called upon the members of 
the party to abandon their convictions 
and accept the construction which he 
placed upon democratic principles. He 
even taunted the party with being a 
sort of prodigal son and invited it to 
give up its diet of husks and return to 
its father’s house. 

Calls Cleveland Defiant. 

‘He spoke of his ‘retirement from po- 
litical activity,’ and said: ‘Perhaps there 
are those who would define my position 
as one of banishment instead of retire- 
ment. Against this I shall not enter a 
protest. It is sufficient for me in either 
case that. I have followed on the mat- 
ters of Gifference within our party tho 
teachings and counsel of the great dem- 
ocrat in whose name party peace and 
harmony are tonight invoked. No con- 
fession of party sin should therefore 
be expected of me. I have none to make, 
nor Go I crave political absolution.’ 

‘He not only boasted of his course, 
but put his brand upon those who sat at 
meat with him. Having asserted that 
his democratic faith compelled him to 
leave the party (or resulted in his ban- 
ishment), he descrited the banqueters as 
sharing in that faith. 

“He is not only defiant, but he insists 
that party success can only be secured 
by an open and avowed return to his 
ideas. Harmony is to be secured not by 
the suppression of differences, but by 
the elimination of those who differ from 
him.” 

Mr. Bryan says he will print in his 
paper Mr. Cleveland’s speech ‘‘to show 
that the reorganizers do not want har- 
mony, but control, and that their con- 
trol means the abandonment of the 
party’s position and a return to the 
policies and practices of Mr. Cleveland's 
second administration.” 

Attacks Cleveland’s Administration. 

He continues: 

“He (Cleveland) secured his nomination 
In 1892 by a secret bargain with the 
financiers; his committee collected from 
the corporations and spent the largest 
campaign fund the party ever had; he 
filled his cabinet with corporation cgents 
and placed railroad attorneys on _ the 
United States bench to look after the 
interests of their former clients. He 
turned the treasury over to a Wall street 
syndicate, and the financial member of 
his official family went from Washing- 
ton to become the private attorney of the 
man who forced (?) the treasury de- 
partment to sell him government bonds 
at 10 and then resold them at 117. He 
tried to prevent the adoption of the jn- 
come tax provision, refuSed to sign the 
only tariff reform measure passed since 
the war, and while thundering against 
the trusts in his messages, did even less 
than Knox has done to interfere with 
their high-handed methods. 

“His administration, instead of being a 
fountain of democracy sending forth pare 
refreshing streams, became a stagnant 
pool from whose waters foul vapors arose 
~—poisonous to those who lingered near. 

“Having debauched his party, he was 
offended by its effort to reform and gave 
comfort to the enemy. Virginius killed 
his daughter to save her chastity; Cleve- 
land stabbed his party to prevent its re- 
turn to the paths of virtue. 

“And now, still gloating over his politi- 
cal crimes, he invites the party to return 
to him and apologize for the contempt 
which it-has expressed for him. Wil! it? 
Not until the principles of Jefferson are 
forgotten and the works of Jackson cease 
to inspire. 

Plutocracy for Cleveland. 

“If we are to have reorganization Cleve- 
land himself should accept the presi- 
dential nomination. It would be due him; 
his reinstatement would be poetic justice 
to him and retribution to those whose 
democratic conscience revolted against his 
undemocratic conduct. Of course, he 
would get no democratic votes, but be- 
ing closer to plutocracy than any repub- 
ican likely to be nominated, he might 


divide the enemy, and even democrats 
would have what little consolation would 
come from receiving their disappointment 
in advance.

Barnstable, ens June 23.—Miss Jane 
Toppan, who was On trial here today on 
the charge of poisoning Mrs. Gibbs, for 
whom she acted as nurse, was found not 
guilty late today by reason of insanity, 
and by order of the court she was com- 
mitted to the Taunton insane asylum for 
the rest of her life. 

The time occupied in the trial was 
scarcely six hours. When the government 
presented its evidence the sensational in- 
cident appeared in the testimony of Dr. 
Henry R. Stedman, of Boston, an alien- 
ist, who said that Jane Toppan told him 
in the presence of other medical experts 
that she had caused the death of Mrs. 
Gibbs by giving her a poisonous dose of 
atrophine and morphine. 

When the defense put its medical ex- 
perts on fhe witness stand the contention 
of moral and mental irresponsibility of 
the defendant was maintained. 

Miss Toppan will be taken to the asy- 
lum tomorrow. 

While Miss Toppan was tried on the 
indictment charging the murder of Mrs. 
Gibbs, she was charged also by the gov- 
ernment with the deaths of Alden P. Da- 
vis and Mrs. Genevieve D. Gordon at 
Catumet. These @eaths occurred within 
a short time of each other. In addition 
the deaths of the following persons, who 
were nursed by Mise Toppan had been in- 
quired into:

OMNIBUS 


Quay Moves To Discharge Committee 
from Consideration. 

Washington, June 2.—A motion was 
entered formally in the senate today by 
Mr. Quay, of Pennsylvania, to discharge 
the committee on territories from further 
consideration of what is known as the 
omnibus territorial bill, a measure to 
admit as states the territories of Okla- 
homa, New Mexico and Arizona. Mr. 
Quay spoke briefly, but forcibly in sup- 
port of his motion, maintaining that both 
political parties in national convention 
had pledged themselves to the admission 
to statehood of the territories. 

Mr. Beveridge, of Indiana, chairman of 
the committee, said the measure had 
been pus over until next session by the 
committee, because it was not believed 
there wowld be time now to consider it 
properly. No action was taken on the 
motion. 

During the greater part of the session 
the unfinished business, the bill ratify- 
ing a convention with the €hoctaw and 
Chickasaw Indians was under discussion.

ALLEGED CHRISTMAS GIFTS. 
Special Committee Still Taking Evi- 
dence Regarding Them. 
Washington, June 23.—The special com- 
mittee ot the house of representatives 
which is investigating charges in con- 
nection with the purchase of the Danish 
West Indies resumed its sessions today, 
and Chairman Daizell laid before the 
member a number of papers, including 
letters from the United States minister 
to Denmark. Mr. Swenson, Henry White,

Mr. Swenson’s letter incloses that hand-

Stock Company Organized to 
Establish a Model Com- 
munity, 


WILL BE ON THE ORDER OF 
HUBBARD’S ROYSSOFTERS 


Everybody Connected with the Com- 
munity Must be a Specialist in 
Some Line—One of the Main 
Ideas Is To Develop 
Individuality. 


A socialistic community will soon be 
established near Atlanta. A stock com- 
‘pany has been organized with a capital 
of $20,000 to put the plan in operation. 
The community is to be known as tha 
Alkahest Home and Printing Company. 

This information was given out yester- 
day by Andrew M. McConnell, president 
of the Alkahest Lyceum System, who is 
the originator of the scheme and presi- 


dent of the stock company just formed. 
Others connected with the campany are 
T. B. Miller and §S. R. Bridges. 

In speaking of the matter yesterday 
Mr. McConnell said that definite plans 
had already been made, and everything 
was practically in readiness for carry- 
ing out the scheme. 

It is not known yet just where the 
community will be located, but fit will be 
on one of the street car lines running 
out from the city. Negotiations are now 
being carried on with parties for several 
different places located near the city. A 
deal will be closed with either one or 
the other of these parties this week, and 
the community wil be immediately estab- 


lished. 
To Develop Individuality. 

In speaking of the scheme yesterday 
Mr McConneil said: 

“Our plan is to establish a community 
with the primary object in view of de- 
veloping. -the individuality of those who 
compose it. 

“To, begin with, there will be three 
families, besides four or five single per- 
Each will have some special work 
to do, and no one will go who has not 
a specialty of some kind. 

“The community will he modeled some- 
thing after that established by Elbert 
Hubbard at East Aurora, N. Y., and 
something after the Brook Farm, estab- 
lished by Ralph Waldo Emerson and 
other noted literery characters nea: 
Boston. 

‘‘Besides this, our plan now is to carry 
out the idea of a working college. My 
idea is that college life should be self- 
supporting, and nere we will make it so 
that a young man or young woman can 
come and get a regular college training, 
and at the same time, by working, pay 
all expenses. 


Will Also Do Farming. 

“We expect to raise on the place every- 
thing for our own consumption, and also 
produce for the market. We expect to 
have a dairy of our own and raise our 
own fruilts and vegetables of every 
kind. 

“Every one who lives at the corm- 
munity will be especially interested in 
beautifying the ‘grounds, and keeping 
them always so that it will be a pleasure 
to go through them. 

“We expect to make the home a 
rendezvous for all literary men of Geor- 
gia and the south. The Alkahest Maga- 
zine will be published at the home.’ 

Mr. McConnell speaks erthusiastically 
of his project, and does not doubt for 
a moment that it will be a success.

The bonds are traded in “when issued’ 
and because of certain reservations in 
the subscription agreement, the terms of 
which Brown Brog. & Co. refuse to dis- 
close, it has been made possible to effect 
a squeeze against the short interest. It

ally carry to her. 

The Filipino was affected by his meet- 
ing with Mrs. McKinley, whom he af- 
terwards described as a fine model for 
*‘Dolorosa,’’ and tears streanmsed down his 
cheeks as he addressed her. 

The address contained reference to 
the distress which the federal party of 
the Philippines felt at the assassination 
cof President McKinley. It stated that he 
was the protector of the Filfpinos. 

Mrs, McKinley was assured of the love 
of 6,000,000 Filipino Christians. 

At the cemetery the visitors were ad- 
mitted to the vault in which rest the 
remains of the late president, and Gen- 
eral Buencamino, as he silently looked 
upon the casket, wept again. 

M. Buencaming said that before he 
left this country he would go to New 
York to work on behalf of a pian to 
colonize the Philippines with people from 
the crowded districts of the United 
States.

London, June 23.—Arriving today from 
Paris to represent The Constitution at 
the coronation, it was my good fortune 
to alight at the Victoria station simul- 
taneously with the visiting princes and 
special embassies from the continent. 

The prince of Wales singled out Prince 
Henry of Prussia for special honor by 
meeting him at the station. The visiting 
prince looked handsome in a slate-colored 
frock coat. Archduke Francis Ferdinand 
of Austria, Duke Michael of Russia and 
the Duke D’ Aosta of Italy looked as if 
they realized the importance of the pow- 
ers they represented. 

The crown prince of Portugal, a strip- 
ling In a frock coat and silk hat, looked 
as if he felt the honors of his position 
more than did Prince Henry, who is a 
veteran of many receptions. The French 
mission was notably inferior to that sent 
to Washington for the Ruchambeau cele- 
bration. General Dubois, of President 
Loubet’s household, is chief of the mis- 
sion to England, whereas General Bru- 
gere, commander in chief of the French 
army, was the head of the mission to 
the United States. 

As my cab slowly made its way through 
the extraordinary crush of vehit¢les in the 
Strand I was struck by the unusua] num- 
ber of men, women and young girls in « 
state of intoxication. In Paris, where I 
have ‘seen all the public demonstrations 
for years, I have rarely seen a man In- 
toxicated, scarcely even a woman and 
never a young girl.

King Walks Heavily.

The king lost no 
time in alighting and after chatting with 
the railroad officials entered a carriage. 
He appeared to be in his usual health. He 
walked perhaps somewhat heavily, but 
showed few symptoms of his illness. 

Their majesties reached Buckingham 
palace shortly before 1 o'clock. They re- 
ceived the same hearty welcome from 
the thousands of people who congregated 
in the avenues leading to the royal res- 
ddence as greeted them throughout the 
entire route from the station. 

King Edward and Queen Alexandra 
gave a grandad dinner party tonight at 
Buckingham palace to several royal per- 
ecnages, who practically represented the 
sovercigns of all the monarchies of the 
world. 

The list of their majesties’ guests was 
headed by the czarewich of Russia, who 
arrived in London this evening and in- 
cluded an imposing array of princes and 
princesses, and all’ the members of the 
British royal family. 

Buckingham palace was beautifully 
fecorated and the bands of the Grenadier 
and the Cold Stream Guards discoursed 
throughout the evening. The dinner was 
followed by a brilliant reception, which 
Was attended by the members of the 
Buites of all the foreign potentates now 
in London. 

Joseph Chatmberlain, the colonial secre- 
tary, and Mrs, Chamberlain (who was 
Miss Mary Endicott, of Massachusetts), 
received the colonial premiers and other 
distinguished visitors from. Great Brit- 
ain’s colonies at their London residence 
this evening. 

Ceremony Rehearsed. 

A full and strictly private rehearsal 
of the corcenation ceremonial to be held 
jn Westminster Abbey took place there 
this afternoon, in which everybody with 
the exception of the royal personages 
and the participants in the musical and 
religious features of the functions, re- 
hearsed their respective duties. The 
archbishop of Canterbury, the Rey. 
Frederick Temple, and the lord chan- 
cellor, the earl of Halsbury, were among 
those who were drilled in their parts un- 
der the superintendency of the duke of 
Norfolk, the earl marshal. The rehearsal 
lasted for two hours, and after it was 
over the musical service for the corona- 
tion was rehearsed in full in the church 
house adjoining the abbey. 

The crowds were so great in Trafalgar 
Square and in the various thoroughfares 
leading from this point that the omni- 
buses found it almost impossible to pro- 
ceed.

States for five minutes at 2 p. m. on the 
day of the late President McKinley’s fu- 
neral, that at 8 o’clock on Thursday 
evening every British subject in the 
United Kingdom and the colonies, wheth- 
er in the street, at home, in a theater, 
in. church or elsewhere, shall uncover 
and join in singing “God Save the King.”’ 
The promoters hope that wherever Bri- 
tons are assembled in America they will 
join in singing the national anthem.

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BARBARIC ENVOYS AMAZE 
INHABITANTS OF LONDON 


ARCHDUKE FERDINAND. 
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London, June 23.—None of the special 
envoys who arrived here today, thoyvg’ 
they included princes of the greatest Eu- 
ropean dynasties, aroused as much inter- 
est as did Ras Makonnen, the Abyssin- 
ian general, and special representative 
of King Menelik. In. picturesqueness an‘ 
barbarian splendor the Ethiopian com- 
mander and his suite paled even the 
brillfancy of the Oriental princes whom 
London has become accustomed to during 
the ‘past week. Makonnen, who has 
black hair and a beard, wore a cloak of 
white silk, pantaloons, a shoulder cape 
of heavy satin bordered with gold, and 
a broad-brimmed green felt hat. Three 
native chiefs who accompany him were 
Scgrcely less gorgeous in their apparel. 
while an African prfest carrying a heavy 
crozier was the general's constant com- 
ranion. Ras Makonnen’s native follow- 
ers carried guns and spears. 

Among the other arrivals today were 
Prince Henry of Prussia, the Archduke 
Francis Ferdinand, heir presumptive to 
the throne of Austria, the prince of the 
Asturias, Crown Prince Guetaf of Swe- 
éen and Norway, Admiraf Gervais, head 
of the French mission, and Monsignor 
Merry del Val, the papal envoy. 


Hindu Guests Cause Bother. 

King Edward’s picturesque coronation 
guests from Hindustan. China and other 
strange lands are making a lot of both- 
er for the officials who have been told 
off to help them to get settled in Lon- 
don these days. 

The Hindus who have arrived, headed 
by the maharajah of Jaipur, went so far 
as to bring ali their’ food ard drinking 
water with them, but that was only the 
“commencement of all the arrangements 
that had to be made in order that none 
of their iron-bound rules of “caste’’ 
should be violated. To begin with, a 
whole apartment house had to be taken 
in order to accommodate the staff of 
120 servants forming the maharajah's 
suite, and several weeks and lots of mon- 
ey were spent in fitting it up as nearly 
as possible like a Hindu palace. A so-t 
cf chapel also had to be provided for 
the potentate’s family god, which, on the 
way up from Southampton to London, 
occupied a special compartment with two 
native servants to attend it. 

According to the queer laws of caste 
it is just as necessary that food should 
be cooked in exactly such a way, and 
by exactly such a person, as {ft is that !t 
should be exactly such a sort of food. 
So, in tie maharajaf’s London head- 
quarters, funny native cooking stoves 
mads out of bricks have had to be put 
up. In these fires of charccal will »e 
burnt to cook the seasoned rice and cur- 
ries which are the principal diet of the 
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high-caste Hindu. All the. flour used 
will be ground by hand, just as it might 
have been five hundred yéars ago. 


Habits of Koreans. 


The representatives of other nations 
are not making nearly so much trouble 
as the Hindus. Most of them are put- 
ting up at hotels, whose ataffs of cv.0ks 
have been augmented for the convenience 
of their strange guests. The Koreans, 
who wear ordinary dress, are especially 
fond of fruit, nuts and confectionery, 
and, like the Hindus, eat a lot of rice. 
Thefr religion permits them to drink 
wine and to eat meat. They are espe- 
cialfy fond of dog meat. The Chinamen 


at the Hotel Cecil are noz averse to most 


English dishes, but they brcught with 
them a supply of hams from thetr coun- 
try, as well as several odd-looking pots 
and pans, which have been duly Added 
to the chefs’ -regular stock. The sultan 
of Perak, who also is at the Cecil, is nor 
merely having his personal Cishes made 
by his native cook, assisted by some of 
the ordinary caterers who understand 
curries, chutreys and such. 

More trouble is threatened by the fash- 
ion set by Emperor Meneiik of Abyssinia 
of sending wiid beasts as presents to 
King Edward. Eympéror Ménelik begged 
his majesty to accept a little remem- 
brance in the shapé of a Cozen lions and 
two or three zebras, whith he was send- 
ing—and now a rich eastern potertate 
has sent word that the ktng may look 
forward to getting still another lion, for- 
warded with his kind regards. The beast 
is expected at Liverpool almcst any dav 
now. There is nothing to do but put 
these troublesome presents in the zoo, 
for the royal menagerie which once ex- 
isted is now a thing of the past and with 
it expired che historic post of master of 
the king’s bears and apes. 


Queer Presents ‘for King. 


Kings of Hngland, however, since re- 
mote times; have been bothered with 
gifts of animals of one sort or anoths-. 
It was ‘the Emperor Frederick’s bestow- 
al upon Henry III of three leopards 
which led that monarch to start the 
royal menagerie at the tower. King Louis 
ef France sent over to the reigning Eng- 
lish monarch the first elephant ever 
seen in England and getting ready a 
home for it and looking after ite ‘‘erea- 
‘ture’’ comforts made no end of trouble 
for the sheriffs of the time.

No Coal Cargoes. 

Baltimore, June 23.—Fifty-three sea- 
going coal carriers, with a total carry- 
ing capacity of nearly 100,000 tons, were 
in port today awaiting cargoes. The 
embargo is caused by the closing of the 
Virginia ports owing to the strike in 
the West Virginia mines and the lack of 
sufficient cars on the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad to bring the coal from the mines 
along its lines. The fleet consists of two 
ships, two barks, two steamers, three 
five-masted schooners, nineteen four- 
masted schooners and thirteen sea-going 
barges. 

Three four-masted schooners, the W'il- 
liam B. Palmer, Lucinda Sutton and 
Sarah W. Lawrence, and ai Black- 
Sheridan-Wilson barge, were taking on 
10,000 tons of coal today.

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IN BOILER OF A “DONKEY” 
BOY CROSSES THE OCEAN 


New York, June 2.—Rivaling the tales 
of mythical] fortune hunters is the expe- 
rience of a little Austrian stowaway in 
one of the boilers of the Umbria. which 
hag just come into port. After the lad, 
who is 16 years old, had traveled 16,00 
miles in quest of America. he at last was 
put in the hands of a friend who promised 
to care for him. His name is Bozo Gacino 
and he comes from Balmatia, a province 
of Austria. His wanderings begun more 
than a year ago, when his father, a small 
farmer, gave him 100 florins and told him 
to seek America. 

With great glee the little Austrian left 
the village of Sabenico, for he and his 
older brothers quarreled continually and 
he had a friend in America whom he 
longed to join. After spending 30 of his 
florins he reached Trieste, the seaport 
where Hé“fen"In with ar opligting fellow, 
who for the remaining 70 florins agreed to 
embark Boro for America. Bozo gave up 
his florins’and the stranger disappeared, 
leaving a discouraged little lad to return 
to Dalmatia. ‘ 

Gacino’s father then apprentiged him to 
a druggist, but the boy soon wearied of 


long hours and small wages and ran away ) 


to Trieste, where he hii in a steamship 
bound for Egypt. 

In Alexandria he stowed away in the 
Fabyan and reached. Liverpool a week 
later. Then he crawled into the nold of 
the Cunarder, Saxonia. Upon reaching 
this port last spring he was speedily de- 
ported, after he had a fleeting glance at 
the busy harbor. 

When he was taken tack to Liverpool 
he evaded the English tmmigration offi- 
cials for twenty days, lived off crusts 
found in the gutters, but always kept a 
weather efe open for an Amerman-bound 
vessel. Fortune smiled upon his efforts 
on the night of June 13, just before the 
Umbria sailed. He crept upon the deck 
looking for a hiding place. A lantern was 
flashed in his face, and the sentry believ- 
ing he was one of the cabin boys, ordered

him below. Without realizing his danger, 
the boy crawled into a boiler, which fur- 
nishes steam to the “donkey” engine. 
This boller was not used throughont the 
voyage, or otherwise the boy would have 
been burned toe death. Some friendly 
stokers discovered his presence, but in- 
stead of disclosing his secret they fed him 
during the voyage, 

On Thursday, however, McKeechan, the 
refrigerator engineer, climbed on top of 
the boiler and proceeded to hang up some 
of hig washing to dry. Just as the en- 
gineer was preparing to climb down he 
was startled to see a head bob up out of 
the opening of the top of the boller and 
then disappear again. McKeechan crawl- 
ed over to the manhole and peered into 
the darkness inside the boller.

“He- 
ceiving no response the engineer attempt- 
ed to reach inside and grab the boy's 
clothing, but wes severely bitten for 
his pains. The engineer, esatistied that 
something was wrong, went to Chief En- 
gineer Hardy, displayed his bleeding fin- 
gers and reported tye occurrence. Flardy, 
thinking he had a mad man to deal with, 
called for volunteers to descend into the 
boiler and two of the stokers responded, 
Dr. Charlies Burland, the ship's surgeon, 
was called and so stood by to render his 
services if neéded. When the stokers got 
inside the boiler they found that the boy 
had crawled underneath the tubes on the 
top of the furnace. After a strnggle and 
some-tight squeezing past the tubes they 
managed to get their prisoner up to the 
manhole entrance, where he was quickly 
pulled out. !

Washington, June 23.—Debate upon the 
civil government bil] warmed up in the 
house today and henceforth promises to 
be of a much livelier character. The in- 
creased interest is due to the injection fn- 
to the debate of a comparison of the 
cruelties charged to have been practiced 

in the Philippines with those which oc- 
" curred during the civil war. The subject 
has been lightly touched upon once or 
twice before, but attracted little atten- 
tion until Mr. Grosvenor, of Ohio, today 
revived the memory of the extremities to 
which Grant and Jackson were put dur- 
ing the rebellion. This was followed late 
_In the day by a speech from Mr. Mahon, 
-of Pennsylvania, in which he paraded the 
horrors of Andersonville and Libby pris- 
ons. He predicted that in the coming elec- 
tions the American people would stand by 
the ‘‘boyg in. blue.”’ 

Mr. Grosvenor, in his speech, also de- 
fended the rules of the house against the 
criticism passed upon them and paid a 
high tribute to Speaker Henderson’s im- 
partiality. 

DeArmond Attacks Republicans. 

Mr. DeArmond, of Missouri, spoke at 
considerable length in opposition to the 

tdministration’s Philippine policy. The 
esther speakers today were Mr. Olmsted, 
of Pennsylvania; Williams, of Illinois; 
Corliss, of Michigan, and W. W. Kitchin, 
of North Carolina. 

Mr. Kitchin opposed the Philippine bill 
and the Philippine policy of the admin- 
istration.

Washington, June 23.—The president to- 
day rent to the house of representatives 
a@ response to a resclution asking for the 
rames of all American «itizens detained 
by the British authorities ns prisoners of 
var in connection with the recent war 
in South Africa. 

Secretary Hay, in an inclosed letter, 
gives a list of persons claiming to be cit- 
izens of the United States held by the 
British government as prisoners of war, 
and says: | 

“The prisoners 'n general have asked tc 
be releesed as an act of clemency. When- 
ever a complaint of illezal detention has 
been rade the consular officers at Cape 
Town and Pretoria have been instruct- 


ed to make an investigation. In anv 
case, the result of this investigation has 
not justified the Gepartment in asking 
the release of the prisoners on the ground 
of wrongful detention. The ambassador 
of the United States at London, under in- 
structions from this department, has 
made several efforts to secure the release 
of these prisoners on parole, on the un- 
dertanding that they would return to 
the United States, but without sucess, 
except in the case of Mendal Miller. The 
rule of the British government “as been 
that the application for release would be 
considered only in cases where the pris- 
cners were seriously cr dangerously 
wounded.”

Grosvenor Waves Bloody Shirt. 

Mr. Grosvenor said that if everything 
that had been said of General Jacob 
Smith were true; if he had issued the or- 
der to make Samar a “howling wilder- 
ness’”’ and to kill all over 10 years of 
age, he could find its counterpart on 
both sides during the civil war. He then 
proceeded to read a report from General 
Grant to the government at Washington 
telling of the arrangements he had made 
to carry desolation everywhere through 
the Shenandoah valley, to seize all men 
under 50 years of age as prisoners of war, 
destroy crops and make the valley a 
“barren waste.” 

“Before Phil Sheridan got through he 
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made it a barren waste,’’ said Mr. Gros- 
venor. He then read from “the letters of 
Stonewall Jackson,”’ edited by his wife, a 
statement that Jackson believed that the 
black flag should be raised and no quarter 
given as the best means of resisting in- 
vasion, and saying that he had urged this 
policy upon Lee. He also read a telegram 
from General Beauregard urging the pas- 
sage of a bill for the execution of pris- 
oners. By this means the telegram read: 
“England will be stirred to action.” 
‘When that bill was introduced in the 
confederate congress,’’ interrupted Mr. 
Bartlett, of Georgia, ‘‘had not Lincoln is- 
sued a proclamation to seize the citizens 
of the valley of Virginia and try them 
by courtmartial and had not some of 
them been seized?’ 
“I do not know,” replied Mr. Grosvenor. 
‘That is history,’ said Mr. Bartlett. 


Grosvenor Excuses Outrages. 


‘If that is true,”’ responded Mr. Gros- 
venor, “‘it furnishes only another reason 
to excuse those of our soldiers who re- 
taliateq when the natives in the Philip- 
pines sneaked up and cowardly murdered 
their comrades.”’ 

Mr. Mahon, of Pennsylvania, speaking 
of the cruelties charged against some of 
our officers and men in the Philippines, 
declared that they were not to be com- 
pared with the barbarities of the civil 
war. He read from official reports tales 
of the horrors suffered by the union pris- 
oners at Andersonville. 

‘Do not the official figures show,” tn- 
terrupted Mr. Richardson, the democratic 
leader, ‘‘that a greater percentage of 
confederate prisoners died in northern 
than union prisoners in southern pris- 
ons: 

‘“T have the official figures here,”’ re- 
sponded Mr. Mahon, “I will put them ia 
the Record.’’ He read an order to shoot 
the prisoners at Andersonville if the union 
army got within 7 miles of tne yrison. 

“If the north was justly indignant over 
the atrocities at Andersonville,” inter- 
rupted Mr. Neville, of Nebraska, “why 
should not the American people now be 
indignant over the brutalities in the 
Philippines? Why parade the civil war 
horrors as an excuse? (Democratic ap- 
plause.) If the administration was di- 
rectly responsible for the atrocities al- 
leged to have been committed in the 
Philippines, the republican party should 
be swept out of power.’’ 


Richardson Defends South. 


‘‘While the union prisoners were suffer- 
ing at Andersonville,’’ interposed Mr. 
Richardson, ‘‘did not the confederate 
government have up a standard order to 
exchange those prisoners, officer for offi- 
cer, and man for man, and was not that 
proposition rejected?” 

“Yes. But the men in Andersonville 
were broken, emactfated, many of them 
maniacs. The north refused to exchange 
able-bodied men for men whe could not 
perform military service,”’ replied Mr. 
Mahon. 

“T ask again.’’ interrupted Mr. Rich- 
ardson. “Did not more confederate pris- 
oners die in union prisons than union 
prisoners in southern pfisons?’’ 

“T deny it. and will put the reports in 
the Record.” ° 

“Tt is true. and I can prove it,”” asserted 
Mr. Richardson. 

“You want the south to support the 
government in prosecuting the war in 
the Philippines,’’ interposed Mr. Neville, 
“why do vou now seek to besmirch ‘the 
south?” (Democratic applause.) 

“T do not desire to besmirch the south,” 
responded Mr. Mahon, “T only desire to 
show. as General Sherman declared, that 
‘war is hell.’ 7

Bartlett Replies to Grosvvrnor. 

At the night session Mr. Bartlett, demo- 
crat. of Georgia, replied to the remarks 
made at the afternoon session by General 
Grosvenor and Mr. Mahon as to the treat- 
ment of union prisoners detained in con- 
federate prisons. He read from a report 
made by Charles A. Dana, assistant secre- 
tary of war, upon the tonditions in the 
southern prisons, saying that the condi- 
tion of the union prisoners in the south 
was no worse than that of the confederate 
soldiers in the field. To prove his state- 
ment made in the afternoon that a greater 
percentage of confederate soldiers died in 
union prisons than did union soldiers in 
confederate prisons, he produced the 
figures from Secretary Stanton’s report 
of July 16, 1866, showing that of 220,000 
confederate prisoners in union prisons 
576. or over 12 per cent, died, against 
99 576. or about 9 per cent, of 270,000 union 
prisoners, who died in confederate pris- 
ons. The other speakers at the evening 
session were Messrs. Gibson, republican, 
of Tennessee; Neville, democrat. of Ne- 
braska; Burnett, Jemocrat, of Alabama; 
Gaines, democrat, of Tennessee, and Mr. 
Zenor, democrat, of Indiana. At 10:20 p. 
m. the house adjourned until] I o'clock

BELIEVED THAT HOUSE 
WILL TAKE SENATE BILL 


No Prolonged Deadlock Is Likely 
Over the Measure—Text of Sen- 
ator Bacon’s Amendment to 
the Spooner Sub- 
stitute. 


Washington, June £3.—The opening con- 
ference on the isthmian canal bill was 
to have been held today at 2 o'clock. 
The house confreres appesred at the ap- 
pointed tims, but through mistunderstand- 
ing the senate confreres were not on 
hand, and the meeting went over until 
ll a. m. tomorrow. 

There is said to be no doubt that the 
house confreres will at the outset make 
strong insistence on the Nicaragua route 
as provided by the house Dill. State- 
ments made by house confreres, how- 
ever, lead to the belief that the insist- 
ence will not be carried to the point of a 
permanent deadlock, defeating all canal 
legislation at this session. The friends 
of the Panama project have made a 
canvas of the strength of the senate 
amendment in the house and are conf- 
dent that a imotion to concur can com- 
mand a majority. 

The amendment which Senator Bacon 
of Georgia induced the senate to add 
to the Spooner substitute is as follows: 

“That to enable the president to con- 
struct the canal and works appurtenant 
thereto as provided in this act, there is 
hereby created the isthmian canal com- 
mission, the same to be composed of 
seven members, who shal] be nominated 
and appointed by the president, by and 
with the advice and consent of the sen- 
ate, snd who shall serve « uring the pleas- 
ure of the president. Of the seyen mem. 
bers of said commission, at Icast four 
of them shall b? persons learned and 
Skilled in the science of engineering, and 
at least one shall be an officer of the 
United States army, and one other shall 
te an officer of the United States navy, 
the said officers respectively being elther 
vtpon the active or the retired list of the 
army or of the navy. Said commission- 
ers shall receive as their compensation 
the sum of — dollars por unnum, and 
such additional aBowance for expens:2s 
as may be allow by the president In 
his discretion. In addition to the mem- 
bers of said isthmian canal commission, 
the president is hereby authorized to 
employ in said .service any of the engt- 
neers of the United States army, at his 
discretion, and lIfkewise to employ any 
engineers in civil life, at his discretion, 
and any other persons necessary for the 
proper and expeditious prosecution of 
sajd work, ard to fix the compensation 
of any and all such engineers and other 
rersons. Said commissicn shall in all 
matters be subject to the direction and 
contro] of the president, and shall make 
to the president annually and at such 
other periods as may b2 required, either 
by law or by the order of the president, 
full and complete reports of all their 
actings and dcings In the construction of 
said work and im the perfcrmance of 
their duties in conne>tion therewith, 
which said reports shall be by the pres- 
ident transmitted to congress. And the 
said commission shall furthermore give 
to congress, or either house cf congress, 
such information as may at any time de 
required by act of congress or by the or- 
der of either house of ccneress.”’

He then struck him on the head with an 
iron roller, felling him to the ground. 
Cohen lay unconscious and Lindsey 
escaped to Augusta, where later in the 
day he was arrested.

His scalp wag laid open 
and bled profusely, but physicians say 
the injury is not serious,

Believed He Found Boy’s 
Drowned Body and Hid It 
for a Reward. 


HE 1S GIVEN WARNING 
TO LEAVE COMMUNITY 


@akes Hurried Departure, but Hides 
Near Albany—Mob Finds Him. 
Officers Save Him from 
Rough Usage Only by 
Hard Work. 


Albany, Ga., June 23.—(Special.)—Eé 
Rich, the young white man who was ar- 
rested yesterday afternoon charged with 
finding fhe body of Sidney Wallis in 
Kinchafoonee creek and secreting it while 
he could induce the dead boy's father to 
offer a reward, has skipped for parts un- 
known. He departed hurriedly this af- 
ternoon, thereby escaping a hundred 
lashes on his bare back or perhaps a 
coat of tar and fedthers. 

Rich and Charley West, his negro ac- 
eomplice, were rel@as@d yesterday after- 
moon because theré was no law on the 
gtatute books unde® which they could be 
held. There appeared to be no doubt of 
their guilt, however, and _ indignation 
@gainst them ran high In the city. 

Today a committee of citizens waited 
on Rich and gave fiim a feW hours’ time 
fn which to either satisfactorily explain 
his connection with the discovery of 
young Wallis’ body or else leave this city 
and county to return no more. He sought 
the protection of the local authorities, but 
received cold comfort from them and 
finally decided to decamp. This he did 
@bout 5:30 o’clock this afternoon, and to 
the only person to whom he said goodby 
he stated that he would never return, — 

Rich Is Found in Hiding. 

About 9 o’clock tonight it was learned 
that Rich was in hiding 2 miles above 
Albany. A mob of fifty men quickly 
gathered, hurried to Rich’s place of con- 
cealment and captured him. He was 
waiting for an opportunity to take a train 
g@way from Albany. 

Parlier in the night warrants had been 
{issued against Rich under section 415 of 
the penal code, and the officers succeeded 
{in outtalking and outwitting the mob, 
pla™ing Rich Déentrid *he bars a second 
time. He will be given a commitment 
trial tomorrow and if released will need 
protection to be able to leave the city 
with a whole skin. 

A mob of a hundred men followed him 
tack to the jail tonight and it appeared 
at one time that an effort would cer- 
tainly ve made to take him from the ar- 
resting officers.

SHOTS FIRED AT DYING MAN. 


VIRGINIA FARMER CHARGED 
WITH SON IN LAW’S MURDER. 


It Is Claimed After Fatally Wound- 


in Him He Reloaded Gun and 
Finished the Work. 

Richmond, Va., June 2%.—(Special.)— 
Wesley Hicks, a farmer of Loufsa, shot 
and killed Milton Bourne, the husband of 
his only daughter, this morning. The al- 
leged dettails of the tragedy are revolting. 

It is said that Hicks and Bourne had 
@ qyarre] recently about a trivial matter. 
This morning the young man went for a 
mule of his which had strayed during 
the night on to the farm of his father 
in law. 

Hicks saw Bourne coming, and, it is al- 
leged, proceeded at once to load his shot- 
gun with buckshot. He met Bourne and 
ordered him away. As the young fellow 
turned to go, it is claimed that Hicks 
fired, shooting him down. 

Hicks then went to where Bourne was 
lying on the ground. He kicked him sev- 
eral times, it is said, and fired the re- 
maining barrel into the helpless man’s 
body. 

Hicks then went into his home, while 
Bourne ¢rawled to a house nearby. Hicks 
appeared a few moments later with ais 
gun reloaded. He picked up the bloody 
trail and followed it until he discovered 
the dying man. It is alleged that he 
again fired the load from his gun into 
the body of Bourne, who died almost im- 
mediately. 

Indignation over the tragedy is intense 
nere tonight. Hicks’ was arrested and is 
now in Louisa jail.

LINCOLN’S TENDERNESS. 


The Letter He Wrote for a Dying Sol- 
dier Boy and That to the Mother. 
Indianapolis Journal: As a part of the 

memorial services in Broadway Method- 
ist church, ex-President J. H. Martin, 
of Moores Hig college, Sunday night de- 
livered his lecture on “Abraham Lin- 
coln.” In simple, forceful sentences he 
portrayed Lincoln the man and presi- 
dent. He told with eloquence the story 
of Lincoln’s early life and struggles; of 
his achievements as a lawyer; of his 
historic debates with Douglas and of his 
dramatic political career, with its tragic 
ending. 

“No story of Lincoln,’’ he said, ‘‘would 
be complete without some mention of his 
tender, sympathetic nature. A man of 
great physical strength and moral cour- 
age, as well as firmness of will, he had 
all the gentleness of a woman. 

“His heart and sympathies were al- 
ways with the common soldier. It was 
General Butler, I believe, who gave an 
account of the president’s visit to a hos- 
pital. As he passed from ward to ward, 
stopping long enough to speak a word of 
cheer and comfort to each poor fellow 
as he lay on his little cot, he fina'ly came 
to a boy who was evidently dying. 

‘Mr. Lincoln sat down by his side, and 
asked the dying boy if there was any- 
thing he could do for him. ‘I wish you 
would write to my npther,.’ was the fee- 
ble answer. And the president wrote it 
down, signing his own name. 

“When he read the letter to the boy, 
and came to the closing sentence, ‘This 
letter is written by Abraham WU incoln,’ 
the poor fellow looked up and said, 
‘Why, is this our president” 

“Mr. Lincoln answered, ‘Yes, and now 
that you know who I am, is there any- 
thing more I can do for you?” The dying 
boy answered, ‘Nothing more, unless you 
hold my hand and see me through.’ 

“And so the great president sat by that 
humble cot, and with big tears rolling 
down his face he held the trembling 
hand of that dyfhg boy until the spark 
of life had fled.’ 

“Search the annals of history and you 
will nowhere find a more beautiful, ten- 
der utterance than his letter to Mrs. 
Bixby, of Boston, who had given. five 
sons to her country. This letter was 
written in November, 1864, and at a time 
when the angel of death had visited al- 
most every household in a stricken land, 
and it was even then hovering over the 
president himself. It begins: 

‘“‘My Dear Mrs. Bixby: I have been 
shown in the files of the war department 
that you are the mother of five sons who 
have died gloriously on the fleld of bat- 
tle. I feel how weak and fruitless must 
be any words of mine which should at- 
tempt to beguile you from your grief for 
a loss so overwhelming. 

‘And yet I cannot refrain from ten- 
dering to you the consolation that may 
be found in the thanks of the republic 
which they died to save. I earnestly pray 
that our Heavenly Father may soothe 
the anguish of your bereavement, and 
leave you only the cherished memory of 
the loved and the lost, and the solemn 
pride that must be yours in having laid 


so costly a sacrifice upon the altar of 
rreedom.’ 

“The peerless glory of Abraham Lincoln 
lies in the fact that beyond all other men 
he could read the thoughts and enter into 
the feelings and sympathies of the com- 
mon people, and in his own zreat sad 
heart he carried the burdens and sorrows 
of his countrymen until he wrought out 
the nation’s freedom and sealed it with 
= oot ol 

elating Iiincoln’s order to Grant th 
Jefferson Davis was not to be en Re 
ex-President Martin continued: 

“The sequel showed that General Grant 
in his prophecy was not mistaken. In a 
few days the rebellion did collapse. Rich- 
mond was taken and Davis and his cabi- 
net were fugitives. The civil war was 
ended. The patient man who had suffer- 
ed the pains of a thousand deaths was 
now in the full sunshine of popular af- 
fection. By slow and painful steps he 
had climbed from the foot of the ladder 
to the topmost round. Enemies no longer 
denied, friends no longer questioned, his 
ability. He had saved the union, given 
freedom to a race. Even Mr. Lincoln him- 
self was happy. His face, always sad in 
thought or repose, kindled with renewed 
life. His tall, bent form straightened: 
his whole being seemed transformed as 
if conscious that the great purpose of hie 
life had been accomplished.” : 

Describing the scenes that followed the 
announcement of the president's assas#- 
nation, the speaker said: ‘Business stup- 
ped, merchants closed their stores, pre 
fessional men their offices. Mechanics left 
their shops and farmers their plows. Men 
gathered in groups. The flags of victory 
were hauled down. while emblems of 
mourning took their places. Bells which 
yesterday rang in triumph tolled in 
——— for the dead. 

“Men forgot that they had ever doubte 
or despised him. They saw cnlv the ate 
ple, noble outlines along which he had 
always worked—how completely he had 
sunk every personal and partisan feeling 
in hfs efforts to save the union.” ;

WORK OF JENNINGS 
ADDS TO REVENUE 


His Administration Put Money in 
Florida’s Pocket. 


INDIAN WAR CLAIM PASSED 


Adds About $700,000 to the State’s 
Resources—In the Matter of 
Convict Leases He Has 
Also Added Much to 
the Treasury. 


Tallahassee, Flay, June 23.—(Special.)— 
Whatever else may be said of Governor 
Jennings’ administration, it has, at least, 
succeeded in materially increasing the 
revenues of the state. The last achieve- 
ment in this direction was the passage of 
the old Indian war claim bill with which 
one congress after another has struggled 
in vain. 

The passage of this measure at the pres- 
ent session was secured by incorporating 
it in the omnibus bill—a step which will 
add sometaing like $700,000 to the state’s 
resources. Already the newspaper fra- 
ternity throughout Florida is busily en- 
gaged in spending the money in advance. 

It is, however, much to be regretted that 
sO much misapprehension should prevail 
as ‘to the manner in whica the proceeds 
of this claim are to be disposed of. AS8 
a matter of fact, the money will go into 
the general fund of the state, subject to 
thegaction of the legislature, and as for 
the old Indian war warrants, upon which 
so many individuals are now pinning hopes 
tnat can never be realized, it is a well- 
known fact that they were long since out- 
lawed, 

Florida’s Indian war claim is based di- 
rectly upon the mogey expended by the 
state in the suppression of hostilities dur- 
ing the Seminole outbreak, while the war- 
rants in question were not issued until 
1861, 

The Special Commission. 

Thirty years later, in 1891, the entire 
question was made the subject of an in- 
quiry by a special commission, composed 
of Hon. George M. Walker and Hon. 
John G. Reardon, whose repert was duly 
transmitted to the legislature in a mes- 
sage from Governor Francis P. Fleming. 
It was pointed out in that report that in 
1862 the people of Florida, in convention 
assembled, had decided to ‘“‘to separate 
the just from the unjust claims allow- 
ed by Commissioner R. C. Williams under 
the act of 1861 * * * (was) a work almost 
impossible of performance.’’ The com- 
mission went on to say that ‘nearly 
twenty years after, the legislature again 
provided for an investigation of these 
claims that it is obvious ha& been repu- 


diated by the said constitutional conven- | 


tion.’”’” Another point brought Out was 
‘‘whether or not the constitutional ordi- 
nance repudiating these claims could be 
set aside by the act or isi9.” 

It was also shown that the act of 1879 
embodied two separate and distinct sub- 
jects of legislation, namely: the appoint- 
ment of a committee to examine tne 
comptroller’s warrants issued under the 
act of 1861, and the appointment of a com- 
mittee to visit Washington to adjust the 
claims of the state against the general 
government—all of which, in the opinion 
of Governor Fleming's commission, ren- 
dered unconstitutional the act of 1879. 

The entire question may be summed up 
as follows: The adoption of the consti- 
tutional ordinance of July 27, 1862, repeal-. 
ed the act of February 4, 1861, under 
which were issued these Indian war war- 
rants for certain alleged claims against 
the state, and suspended the payment 
thereof. The question then arose, ‘‘Could 
that ordinance be set aside by the act of 
tne legislature of 1879 and the act of 1881 
supplementary thereto, as to authorize 
the payment of any of said claims?’ The 
decision of the commission was in the 
negative—a fact which in itself should 
conclusively settle the entire question and 
convince those interested in these war- 
rants that they can secure relief only 
through special legislation and that they 
are not at all likely to get. 

Camp and West Versus State. 

Last week the decision of the state 
supreme court in the case of Camp & 
West v. the state was announced. It was 
in favor of the state, and it is now ex- 
pected that the firm, whose members are 
extensive operators in lumber, turpentine 
and pnosphate, will appeal t6 the United 
States supreme court. 

This case is one of the most famous in 
the legal annals of Florida, and involves 
the disposition of the state convicts. For 


many years these prisoners were leased at | 


$21 per capita a year. By a system of 
sub-leasing, speculators in human mis- 
fortune were enabled to make a handsome 
profit from their contracts. Among these 
sub-lessees was the firm of Camp & West, 
which last year made an offer for three | 
hundred convicts on its own account, 
That offer was made to Hon. B. E. Mc- 
Lin, the commissioner of agriculture, who 
entered into provisional contract with the 
firm for three hundred convicts at $100 


per capita, 

Hardly had this been done when, by a 
curious coincidence, anotner sub-lessee 
who happened to the in the capi... at the 
time, remarked that he had himself given 
that much for prisoners and was ready 
to give even more. This was a revelation 
to Commissioner McLin, and, as the con- 
tract was purely provisional, the adminis- 
tration very wisely decided to look more 
closely into the matter before definitely 
committing itself. 

The result of this investigation was that 
the state convicts—some nine hundred in 
number—were leased to the Florida Na- 
val Stores and Commission Company at 
the very satisfactory price of $lol.10 per. 
capita a year for a term of four years. 

No act of Governor Jennings’ adminis- 
tration has, etrange to say, given rise tw 
more comment pro and con than this, and 
his political enemies have not hesitated 
to hint at ‘“‘corruption,’’ “‘pull’” and “‘in- 
fluence.’’ 

Nevertheless, the people of the state 
seem to be satisfied. That they have good 
reason to be is indicated by the following 
data: 

Under the old regime these convicts 
were leased for $21,000 a year far eight 
years—a total of $168,000 for tne term. 
Under the new dispensation they will 


yield the state an annual revenue of 
something like $140.000. or $560,000 for the 
four years. Should the contract be re- 
newed for another term, making eight 
vears in all. the wsult would be $1,120,000, 
against $168,000 under the old arrange- 
ment.

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Pleas for High Thinking. 

Editor Constitution—I noticed an edl- 
torial in The Constitution a few days 
ago cOmmenting approvingly upon the 
fact that a student at the university had 
made an 2ddress advocating freedom of 
political thought in the south. I was an 
attendant at the university exercises and 
[ was very much impressed with the 
fact that five speeches were made in two 
Gays developing that line of thought 
Four cf the speakers were students who 
participated in the commencement exer- 
cises and the other was Mr. Merrill, of 
Thomasville, the alumni orator. Two 
were Atlanta boys—Madison Bell ang Ma- 
Tion Smith. Each spoke upon the polit- 
ileal Isolation of the south and sought to 
impress their hearers with the fact that 
with greater freedom of political thought 
and action greater benefits would ac- 
crue to the south—and the audience ap- 
plauded every one of them. 

This 2)1 may have been somewhat icon- 
oclastic, but as a democrat I welcome it. 
The only trouble ig the negro question, 
ani with that out cf the way there would 
pe freedom of thought and action in the 
south. As long as that is an unsolved 
probiem, however, we muet go along the 
same old line. At least, that is the way 
it seems to me. How does it strike The 
Constitution? AN OLD TIMER. 

Crawfordville, Ga., June 22, 1902. 

Our correspondent bases his com- 
munication upon an editorial in The 
Constitution commenting upon the re- 
cent commencement speech of Madi- 
son Bell, of Atianta, one of the mem- 
bers of the graduating class of the 
university, who advocated a wider 
range for ‘political thought and action 
in the south. 

There can be no doubt that, under 
normal conditions, the white people of 
the soutnern states would divide into 
political rivalries, as the result of 
which the south would figure in the 


union more in proportion to its popu- 


_ lation and importance than is possible 


under present conditions. But so long 
as ihe negro question is at issue in the 
south the white people of this section 
will be, and ought to be, united for 
their own protection. If the time 
should ever come when that question 
can be considered as being no longer 
a disturbing element, the whites will 
natually divide along economic lines, 
but such division will mever, and 
ought never, come so long as the ne 
gro is a threatening political factor. 

Perhaps the whole question may be 
setiled by the approval of the supreme 
court of the United States of the fran- 
chise actions taken by the states of 
Louisiana, Mississippi, North Caro 
lina, Alabama and other southern 
states. Already a test case has been 
Made and it may be that the decision 
of the supreme court on this case will 
mark the beginning of a new epoch 
in the politics of the south. 

The ideal of government is said to 
be a democracy of equality dominated 
by men who give themselves to “high 
thinking and plain living.” The one 
gives independence for the other and 


’ the last leaves ample opportunities for 


the former. And conditions, especial- 
ly in the south, were, perhaps, never 
better for the prosecution of both 
those noble virtues than in the pres- 
ent time. 

So that, as our correspondent 
Says, it cannot be other than a 
most significant fact that at the recent 
commencement of the University of 
Georgia four students and one invited

Prove both the temper and values of 
patriotic service. 

_As a southern and democratic news- 
paper, The Constitution cordially in- 
dorses these unpartisan and dignified 
pleas for a higher range of .public 
thinking and a more courageous zeal 
for the fundamental principles of our 
free government. The sentiments ut- 
tered by the orators referred to 
would, no doubt, have been repro- 
bated at certain periods in the 
past and pevfhayts excluded en- 
tirely from the platform of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia, oy of any other south- 
ern university or college, or resisted 
bitterly from the occupant of any of 
our public tribunes. P« 

The times, ten years ago even, 
were fraught with conditions of 
danger to the only safeguard of 
southern society and institutions— 
which was white unity of sentiment 
and action—to permit temptation to 
division among our _ representative 
southern constituencies. There were 
grave dangers in any form of inde- 
pendentism of a political character 
that might end in the subversion of 
white supremacy and the rehabilita- 
tion of negro hosts of ignorance and 
corruption in the possession of a de- 
cisive balance of power in public is- 
Sues. That danger exists today t@ a 
lesser degree. Time may eliminate it. 

The Constitution has labored in the 
lead with those who have striven to 
remove such menaces from our social 
and political life and is frankly glad 
that the time has come when they no 
longer are imminent and aggressive. 
The fear of negro domination is not 
as serious as it once was, and with 
the lessening of.the danger there de 
velops a wider range for thought and 
action. With the certainty achieved 
that the. virtue, intelligence and 
reliable patriotism of the white 
peopls will control our affairs the 
time would soon arrive when our 
young men especially would be encour- 
aged to high thinking upon great and 
grave issues without the dread of in- 
tolerance, enmities and ostracism. 

The Constitution says this as a 
democratic newspaper, and as an ex- 
ponent of distinctive southern senti- 
ments, and the advocate of old-fash- 
joned democracy, in whose battle line 
it will be found fighting the cause of 
the people just as earnestly against a 
divided white vote as it does under 
present conditions. Our faith in dem- 
ocratic principles is such that we 
would have no fear of such a con- 
flict of thought and friction of ideas 
as would ensue in a division of the 
white vote, if not threatened by the 
negro spectre. 

But so long as the negro problem re- 
nmrains unsolved—so long as the negro 
is to be a disturbing element in poli- 
tics, foisted upon the white people as 
administrative officers over the pro- 
test of the very communities they 
serve—just so long will there be a 
postponement of the talked of division 
of the southern white vote.

Though still small in comparison 
with the manufacture of cane sugar, 
this young industry has already cOm- 
menced to affect national legislation, 
and what it will do in the future it is 
difficult to conjecture. 
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Undertakers as Politicians. 

Until recently undertakers have 
theezht it best to keep out of politics 
on the idea that the business of bury-

Some time ago an undertaker was 
elected mayor of Jersey City, N. J., 
by such an emphatic majority as to 
emphasize the fact that the ostracism 
of the undertaker was at an end, so 
far, at least, as politics in Jersey City 
was concerned. To show the effect 
of this gratifying disclosure upon the 
mind of the fraternity, not less than 
twelve undertakers have announced 
themselves as candidates for the of- 
fice of sheriff in Hudson county, New 
Jersey, and‘since they are in the bury- 
ing business they propose to bury all 
opposition under an avalanche of bal- 
lots. However, it will be the misfor- 
tune of eleven of this number to be

twelfth. Other localities are beginning 
to catch the infection and before the 
season is over the mania for office 
among the undertakers throughout 
the country is likely to assume the 
proportions of an epidemic. Coroners, 
sextons, county cémmissioners, sani- 
tary inspectors and legislators will 
hereafter be recruited in large num- 
bers from the ranks of the unde?tak- 
ers. 
We are glad to see that the attitude 
of the public toward this large and 
virtuous element of our population is 
at last undergoing such radical 
changes. Not many years have 
elapsed since the undertaker was 
looked upon wkh superstitious dread 
as the supposed cause of much of our 
domestic tribulation and the imagina- 
tion distorted him into an Old Mortal-

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Most of our readers will be surprised 
to know that 4,000,000 feet of pine lumber 
ere used every year in this country in the 
manufacture of matches. About 620,000,- 
000 cross ties are now laid on American 
railroads and 90,000,000 new ties are re- 
quired annually for renewals. The 
amount of timber used every year for 
tiles alone is equivalent to 3,000,000,000 feet 
of lumber. There are now standing 
nearly 7,500,000 telegraph poles. The av- 
erage Itfe of a telegraph pole is about 
ten years, so that nearly 760,000 new poles 
are required every year for renewals. 
These figures do not include telephone 
poles and the poles required on new rai!- 
way lines. The total annual consump- 
tion of timber for ties and poles is equiv- 
alent to the amount of timber grown on 
100,000 acres of good virgin forest. For 
making shoe pegs the amount of wood’ 
used in a single year is equal to the 
product of fully 8,000 acres of good sec- 
ond growth hard-wood land. Although 
this industry has been developed only 
within the last forty years, yet the 
amount of wood consumed for paper dur- 
ing that time has been enormous. Tho 
total annual consumption of wood paper 
pulp is equivalent to over 800,000,000 board 
feet of lumber, for which it would be 
necessary, were the trees ‘all growing 
together, to cut some 80,000 acres of prime 
woods. 


Before 1850 we bought most of our but- 
tcne in Europe, but today we manu- 
facture buttons in such immense quan- 
tities that we not only satisfy the home 
demand but supply the foreign trade. 
In 18h there were 106 button factories in 
this country. There were 2388 in 1900, hav- 
ing a capital of $4,210,000, using materials 
to the value of $2,803,000, and turning out 
a manufactured product valued at $i,- 
605,000. 

In 1886 Austro-Hungary exported to the 
United .States pearl buttons to the value 
of $1,681,000. The next year our consul 
general in Austria-Hungary reported 
that, as pearl buttons could not be man- 
ufactured by machinery, but must be 
made of necessity by hand, the industry 
could never thrive in the United States. 

Austria this year sold in the United 

States buttons to the value of $1,612,000. 
In 1900 the Austrian exports of pearl but- 
tons to ‘the United States were valued at 
only $36,662, and the consul general re- 
ported that pearl buttons could no longer 
be regarded as one of the principal Aus- 
trian exports, because of the develop- 
ment of the pearl button industry in the 
United States. 
, in 1890 there was not a single fresh- 
water pearl button made in the United 
States. In that year a resident of Iowa, 
who had learned the button trade in 
Germany, organized a company to utllizé 
the mussel of niggerhead shelis banked 
up for miles along the Mississippi and 
other rivers. The material costs very 
little, and when this Iowan had per- 
fected hig machinery he’ had a profitable 
business, and it extended rapidiy to other 
states. In 1900 there were flifty-two es- 
tablishments manufacturing fresh-water 
pearl forms and buttons. Seven of these 
were in Illinois, thirty-five in Iowa, five 
in Missouri, and five in other states. 

In 1900 there were manufactured in the 
United States 21,254,000 gross of buttons. 
Of these, 297,180 gross were of bone, 1,372,- 
*0 of cloth, 2,407,319 of composition, 717,- 
047 of horn, 3,713,144 of brass, 1,046,527 of 
other metals, 4,308,584 of fresh-water 
pearl, 4,049,452 of ocean pearl, 2,261,832 of 
vegetable ivory, 78,200 of wood, 106,086 of 
celluloid and 496,786 of paper. In 1891 we 
imported buttons to the value of $2,176,- 
000.

Local Option Preferred. 

Augusta Chronicle: One of the notable 
verdicts—perhaps the principal one— 
reached in the primary election of June 
5, was Georgia’s declaration against pro- 
hibition. Having, under the local option 
law, which has proven so efficient and 
beneficent in Georgia, made five-sixths 
of the counties in the state ‘‘dry’’ coun- 
ties the superficial observer is at a loss 
to understand why the voters in these 
game counties did not overwhelmingly 
elect the prohibition candidate for gov- 
ernor, and a legislature that would make 
Georgia a prohibition state. 

The answer is to be found in the in- 
telligence of the voters of Georgia. Pro- 
hibitien has been found to be a good 
thing in the rura) counties of Georgia, 
and the citizens of these counties wisely 
vote for it. It keeps liquor away from 
their farm labor, secures them better 
service in the field, and maintains good 
order where bad whisky would result in 
frequent serious trouble for lack of proper 
police surveillance. In the rural counties 
prohibition prohibits, because the people 
favor it and want it to prohibit. 

In those counties containing cities 
where there is police’ protection, and 
where people want the privilege of gov- 
erning their own course tn this proahibi- 
tion question just as the citizens of each 
rural county have had it, prohibition is 
not desired, and could not be enforced 
simply because the people do not want 
it or approve it. 

Prohibition fn a county—established by 
the vote of its own people—is a success. 
Prohibition in Georgia—established in Au- | 
gusta, Atlanta, Savannah, Macon, Colum- 
bus and a dozen other communities over 
the protest of these communities and 
by the voters of the rural dry counties— 
would be a deplorable failure, and we 
would have in Georgia's chief cities a 
system of blind tigers and violation of 
law that would be a moral blight on the 
people. 

This {s not theory, but the unhappy 
experience of every state in which it has 
been tried, and Vermont, after long vears 
of trial, has just discarded prohibition 
by a three-fourths vote of her people. 
With this knowledg®? the intelligent voters 
of Georgia have voted against the pro- 
hibition candidates and upheld the prin- 
ciple of local option. 

The recent primary has declared un- 
mistakably for local option, and the real 
friends of temperance and of prohibition 
ought to accept this verdict and approve 
its wisdom,

FORTY YEARS AGO 


SECOND ARTICLE. 

Throughout the month of June The 
Southern Confederacy was a remarkably 
interesting paper, and during the entire 
year, 1862, it was regarded by its read- 
ers as a mode] daily. 

Then, as now, thoughtful men were 
making an effort to restrict cotton pro- 
duction and encourage the planting of 
food crops. Governor Brown and Vice 
President Stephens urged our farmers 
to try this policy tn order to feed the 
armies in the field, as well as the peo- 
ple at home. 

Just at that time General Robert 
Toombs came prominently into notice as 
a rich planfér who was disposed to de- 
fy public opinion and the advice of the 
euthorities. It became known that he 
was cultivating a large*«rop of cotton, 
and two committees of public safety pro- 
tested against his course. -In his reply 
Toombs said: “As long as I live my 
property shall not be subject to the or- 
ders of those miscreants, the committees 
of public safety, of Randolph county, 
Ga., and Eufaula, Ala. You may pob 
me fn my absence, but you cannot in- 
timidate me.” 

The word “you” In the last sentence 
Toombs afterwards explained should read 
“they,”” meaning the members of the 
Eufaula committee. The zeneral did not 
want the Georgia committee to think 
that he had charged it with attempting 
to rob him.

The editor of the paper was worried 
over the length of one of Governor 
Brown's letters to President Davis on ths 
conscript law. In a brief editorial he 


said: 

“This letter fills seven solid columns, 
Its length exceeds everything except the 
moral law, the Mississippi river or Lin- 
coln’s anaconda, in whose coils he is try- 
ing to crush vs, Governor Brown should 
condense more. We will publish the let- 
ter in two or three days, as soon as 
We can have it set up.’* 

There is a strong editorial on the seiz- 
ure of a big shipment of flour on the 
Central railway, at Saveitnoh, by Gen- 
eral Mercer, commander of the post. The 
general seized the flour for the use of 
the soldiers, and for farrilles to whom 
it was offered at the low price of $14.25 
a barrel, 

The editor took the position that, while 
it was wicked for the sp2culetors to run 
up the price of provisions, Mercer's 
course was not an adequate remedy, and 
would do more harm than good. It would 
be better to let the speculetors alone, 
but producers shoild be rrohibited from 
selling to them, or to merchants. They 
should sell only ° consumers. 


Speculators and extortionists received 
no mercy from Governor Brown. Fe 
hated the whole robber gang, and when 
the price of the necessaries of life was 
raised to an unreasonable figure by the 
speculators he interfered whenever h2 
could. 

Many of the editorials,and news items 
in The Confederazy were, devoted to the 
important. matter of salt,..Gererally, this 
article is so cheap that people think very 
little about it. ‘But in. 1862 the block- 
ade prevented its importation,. and our 
facilities for manufacturéne ‘t were in- 
adequate. 

The scarcity of salt absolutely alarmed 
our people. It rose almost to the valua 
of silver by the pound. ' The legislature 
took hold of the matter,-and the specu- 
lators took steps to slip their seit out 
of the state, 

Then our governor acted promptly and 
boldly. He caused severnl large lots of 
salt to be seized, and prohibited the gen- 
eral shipment of the commodity beyond 
our state line. 

The speoulators were mad, but to 
governor offered them cost, with their le- 
gitimate expenses and tnterest, for the 
Salt. Later the legislature passed a law 
protecting the people, but Brown’s time- 
ly work had saved the state from a galt 
famine. The soldiers of the state were 
supplied, and poor people were furnished 
with salt at a reasonable price. Still, 
there was so much trouble about it that 
the legislature appropriated $500,000 for 
its manufacture. A big salt bureau waz 
established, and many large volumes in 
our publfc archives are devoted to this 
singular episode. 

In Atlanta the governor ordered the 
seizure of a big lot of salt belonging to 
A. K. Seago, then one of our prominent 
merchants, and paid him cost for it. 
The stock was turned over to Hon. Wii- 
liam Watkins, one of the military store- 
keepers. 

Seago sued out a writ of bail trover 
against Watkins for the salt, and re- 
quired him to give a bond of $32,000. The 
governor ordered the relecse of Wat- 
kins, and notified the sheriff that he 
must not interfere with military meas- 
ures for the public welfare, when armed 
invaders were on our soil. Hearing that 
the sheriff was not disposed to obey, 
Brown instructed General W. P. How- 
ard, of the militia, to arrest the sheriff 
if he attempted to imprison Watkins. 

Seago and the sheriff. very patriotical- 
ly subsided after this. note o: warning. 

e* ¢¢ 

At that time the liquor evil attracted 
attention as a growing danger. With 
crowds of soldiers in every city and the 
planters’ families surrounded by their 
sldves, it became both a military and a 
public necessity to suppress drunkenness. 

The governor prohibited the distilling 
of whisky, but one of his own officers, 
Colonel Laughridge, of the Murray coun- 
ty militia, ignored his order and proceed- 
ed to operate a still, making iarge quan- 
titles of liquor. 

His rank and prominence did not save 
him. The man of iron. at Milledgeville 
smiled grimly when he heard the news 
from Murray. It did not take long to 
dictate an order, and in three days’ 
time Colonel Laughridgs had been ar- 
rested, tried, convicted and fined $500, 
and his still had been destroyed. 

Colonel W. J. Lawton was then the 
commander of the post of Atlanta, and 
Captain G. J. Foreacre was his efficient 
provost marshal. 

The Confederacy of the date already 
mentioned published an order from Law- 
ton authorising the military to arrest

Henry Litchfield West, of The Wash- 
ington Post, one of the most celebrated 
newspaper men in the country, spent.a 
few hours in the city yesterday en route 
to Dublin, Ga., where he went to deliver 
his well-known lecture on “Conventions, 
Campaigns and Candidates.””

Councilman Howell moved to adjourn and 
Alderman Woodwdrd seconded the mo- 
tion. Mayor Pro Tem. Harvey Johnson 
put the motion and it was carried and 
council stood adjourned. 

It will be noticed that the call states 
that the meeting is called ‘‘to consider 
the message’’ that the mayor would com- 
municate, but for some unknown reason 
council evidently did not want to consider 
the message referred to. 

The fact that council adjourned without 
paying any attention to the message is 
taken as evidence that the majority of 
that body did not agree with what the 
mayor had done. It takes a two-thirds 
vote, however, to pass a resolution or 
ordinance over the veto of the mayor and 
there was evidently not that number in 
council who disagreed with the veto. It 
only takes a majority to adfourn, how- 
ever. 

There was much speculation among 
those who have kept up with the matter, 
and among the’ members of the charter 
committee as to what the action of coun- 
cil meant. It will be remembered that 
the Key resolution, which was simply a 
request from council to the charter com- 
mittee to submit tts report to council, 
was the action that brought forth the 
Winn resolution. The Key resolution was 
12ssed by council and approved by the 
mayor. It was transmitted to the charter 
committée and in answer to ft the charter 
committee sent a resolution to council 
asking that they (the members of council) 
make themselves members of the charter 
committee. This council failed to do ex- 
actly as asked, but passed a resolution 
not only creating themselves members of 
the charter committee, but adding twen- 
ty-eight other citizens. It was this that 
the mayor vetoed and sent to council yes- 
terday afternoon. 

Since the veto of the mayor was not 
acted upon, it is taken to mean that 
council is willing for it to stand. That 
being the case, the only thing now of- 
ficially. before the charter committee is 
the Key resolution, which is a request 
to the charter committee to send its re- 
port to council by July 1. 

Will Make Report to Council. 

There is every reason to believe, how- 
ever, that the members of the charter 
revision committee and the general coun- 
cil will act in harmony over the project. 
It is likely that the charter committee 
will complete its report within a short 
time and when it is finished the proposed 
new charter will be submitted to council 
for its approval. If that body has no 
objection to offer the new charter will 
be presented to the legislature with the 
request that it be enacted into law. 

If the charter committee has not com- 
pleted its work by July 1 a special meet- 
ing of council will probably be called in 
order to grant the charter revision com- 
mittee an extension of time within which 
to complete its labors. Mayor Mims’ re- 
rent message to council demonstrates that 
he {s entirely in sympathy with the mem- 
bers of the charter committee, and if 
'-ey require an extension of time he will 
undoubtedly call a special meeting of 
council in order to grant it. 

In creating the charter revision com- 
mittee it was stipulated that that body 
should complete its work and have the 
new charter published before the first of 
July. 80 many things have turned up, 
however, and the question of revising the 
city charter so that it would meet with 
the hegt interests of Atlanta has proven 
so difficult, that an extension of time 
scems absolutely necessary in order to 
give the members of the committee an op- 
portunity to do the matter, which is of 
Such importance to the city, full jus- 
tice. 

The charter committee will hold an- 
other meeting today, when the Key reso- 
lution will be considered and steps taken 
to report to council at the earliest possi- 
ble date. 

The general council and the charter 
committee will, it is believed, speedily 
come to some amicable agreement where- 
by both bodies can operate in harmony 
to the end of giving Atlanta any changes 
in her charter which will be of benefit 
to the city.

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IL FAILS TO ACT 
ON MAYOR MIMS’ VETO 


TO PUT WIRES IN CONDUITS 


Many Poles Will Be Removed from 
Center of the City. 


CONDUITS READY FOR THEM 


Wires Have Already Been Put Under 
Ground on Many of the 
Streets. 


The city fire alarm and police wires will 
soon be under ground in the conduits 
that have been provided for them and 
many of the unsightly poles that now 
disfigure the streets will be removed. 

City Electrician Harper estimates that 
when the city’s wires are underground 


he will be bale to remove between 100 and 
150 poleg that are now standing in the 
fire limits. 

Some time ago the electric light com- 
panies, the telephone and telegraph com- 
panies were required to put their wires 
underground within the fire limits. This 
they did, but the poles were kept stand- 
ing in many places because the city wires 
were strung on them. The council failed 
to make any appropriation for a number 
of years to have these wires put under- 
ground and in spite of the fact that the 
companies had been ordered by ordinance 
to take their poles down, they could not 
be removed on account of the city wires. 
This year, however, the council gave the 
money necessary to have the city wires 
placed underground and up to the present 
time that has been done on the following 
streets: 

Pryor street from Garnett to Houston, 
Marietta street from Pryor to Forsyth. 
Hunter street from Pryor to Forsyth, 
Alabama street from Central avenue to 
fire headquarters and along Wall and 
Pryor streets, Marietta street from 
Peachtree to police headquarters and 
along Edgewood and Pryor streets, Au- 
burn and Pryor streets and Houston and 
Pryor streets. 

The conduits have all been prepared on 
these streets and the wires are now being 
drawn through them. The iron poles for 
the fire alarm and police call boxes have 
not been received, although they have 
been ordered some time. As soon ag they 
arrive the boxes will be placed_on them 
and the large poles now on the streets 
will be removed. B 

A sample pole has been received and 
has been placed on Whitehall street and 
the officials are delighted with it. Chief 
Joyner and Chief Ball together wfth the 
board of electrical control have been 
working for this system of underground 
wires for some time and now that it is 
about to be completed they believe that 
it will be of great benefit to the city. 


TO NAME GREAT GEORGIANS. 


Hall of Fame Commission Will Hold

Stephens.

WELLS MUST 
PAY PENALTY 


Judge “Candler Yesterday 


Sentenced Slayer of Pearce 
to Gallows. 


COURT FIXED JULY 21 AS 
DATE FOR THE EXECUTION 


Supreme Court Refused To Allow 
Wells a New Trial, and This Is 
the Second Time He Has 
Heard Death Sentence 
Proaounexi. 


W. R. Wells, slayer of. Frederick Pearce, 
a blind man, was yesterday morning re- 
sentenced Hy Judge John 8. Candler, in 
the criminal superior court, to be hang- 


ed, on Monday, July 21. 

A new trial was refused the condemn- 
ed man a few days ago by the supreme 
court, and his only hope now to escape 
the gallows is that the pardoning board 
and governor may Intervene and com- 
mute his sentence to life imprisonment. 

Sentence was passed yesterday morn- 
ing during a lull in the Lee trial. Wells 
had been brought to the court house 
from the Tower by order of Judge Can- 
dler and waited in the prisoner's room 
until an interval in the drawing of the 
Lee jury, when the judge instructed the 
officers to bring him into the court room. 

The prisoner walked with a firm step 
and gppeared composed, although it was 
evident he was deeply impressed with 
the gravity of his’ situation. While 
listening to the words of doom, ‘he stood 
before the judge’s stand with his head 
Slightly bowed and with his right arm 
resting on the clerk’s desk. Throughout 
the ordeal he remained calm and never 
displayed signs of a breakdown. 

An Interesting Outfit. 

The scene in the crowded court room 
was impressive. The spectators seemed 
awed and almost perfect quiet reigned, 
the solemn, clear words of Judge Can- 
uler alone breaking the stillness. 

“Mr. Wells, ‘have you anything to say 
why sentence of death should not be 
pronounced upg. you?’ asked Judge 
Candler. The prispner’s lips parted and 
he made some faint reply, which was not 
heard. The same question was address- 
ed to Attorney W. W. Haden, counsel 
for Wells, but no objection was inter- 
posed, 

Judge Candler then pronounced sen- 
tence, ordering Wells to be taken back to 
jail and there safely confined until July 
21, when, between the legal hours of 
execution, he be hanged by the neck un- 
til he is dead. 

“And may God have mercy on your 
soul,’’ added the judge. 

The sentence provides that the execu- 
tion shall be strictly private. 

Wells stabbed Frederick Pearce on 
Decatur street several months ago, in- 
flicting wounds from which he died 
shortly afterwards at the Grady hos- 
pital. Wells was tried, convicted and 
sentenced to be hanged. The case was 
appealed to the supreme court and a 
stay of sentence granted. After review- 
ing the case, that tribunal sustained the 
lower court.

Shirley V. Brooks, of this cfty, is in 
receipt of a Tetter from the young man 
in which he refers to the Martinique 
disaster as follows: 

“There was a little incident on board 
ship while we were near Barbados, St. 
Lucia and 8t. Vincent. that may interest 
you. 

“‘We were several hours’ sail from the 
two last named islands, after leaving 
Barbados, when late one afternoon what 
seemed to be a great black storm cloud 
gathered to windward. It hwmrered like 
@ pall over the water and so merged 
with the blue-black horizc@ of the sea 
that we could not tell where one ended 
and the other began. Several of us. 
with a ship's officer or two, were up to- 
ward the fore part of the vessel. Sud- 


denly, when the cloud had gotten over- 
head, a fine rain of black sand began 
to fall. It almost cut the skin, so fast 
did it come. 

“all of us naturally thought that it 
mist come from our own smokestack, 
but on looking in that direction we saw 
that the smoke was trailing rapidly off 
to leeward. We had about 150 feet to 
run before we coul€ reach cover amid- 
ships, but even in that short distanc2 
our necks and ears were full of the fine, 
disagreeable stuff. The idea of a sand 
storm at sea seems a little peculiar and 
at the time none of us were able to ac- 
count for it. Now, I have not the least 
doubt that it was of volcanic origin. And 
ag we passed between the islands of St. 
Vincent and St. Lucia I saw a tall moun- 
tain on the most northerly of them 
whose top was obscured by a cloud of 
smoke. I did not know at that time 
that there were any volcanoes in that vi- 
cinity which exhibited signs of activity. 

‘Another peculiar feature of the pas- 
sage’of the islands Was the tremendous 
land swells between them. The ‘Mount 
Temple,’ 504 feet long, was tossed from 
side to side like a cockle shell. We 
passed the north coast of Jamaica only 
a few miles off shore, thus having the 
island at close range for about eight 
hours.” 

Mr. Gray has traveled 16,000 miles since 
leaving Atlanta in the early part of the 
present year. He is now in Memphis, 
and is connected with one of the papers 
of that city.

INDIAN WAR ‘‘VETS’ 
TO BE PROVIDED FOR 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, June %.—(Special.)—Con- 
gress ‘has passed a bill extending the 
benefits of the Indian pension lew so as 
to give pensions to the few living sur- 
Vivors of some of the memorable stt=s- 
gles with the savages which form a most 
important, !f too often forgotten, page in 
early American history. It was not until 
1892 that any provision was made for 
Pensions for the survivors of any of the 
Indian wars. In that year a bill in- 
troduced by Mr. Moses, of Georgia, was 
passed, this providing pensions for sur- 
vivors of the wars of 1882 to 1842, in- 
Clusive, known as the Black Hawk war, 
the Creek war, the Cherokee disturbances 
and the Seminole war. A number of ef- 
forts have been made since then to extend 
the provisions of that act so as to take 
in the survivors of certain other con- 


flicts with the red men, but until now 
such efforts have been unsucessful, 
Ten Other Distinct Conflicts. 

The bill! which ‘has just been passed 
provides that the benefits of the Moses 
act ghall be extended to the surviving 
Officers and enlisted men, including ma- 
rines, militia and volunteers of the mill- 
tary and naval service of the United 
States who served for thirty days or 
more and were honorably discharged un- 
der the United States military, state, ter- 
ritorial or provistona! authorities, and to 
the surviving widows of such officers and 
enlisted men in the following conflicts: 

The Florida and Georgia Seminole war 
of 1817 and 1818. 


The Fevre river Indina war of Illinots 
Of 127.

With regard to the widows of officers 
and men who took part in these struggles, 
it is provided that to secure pensions they 
Shall not have remarried. 

It: is further provided that where there 
is no record of enlistment or muster into 
the service of the United States in any 
of these wars, the record of pay by the 
United States shall be accepted as full 
and satisfactory proof of such enlistment 
and service, 

And further, that all contracts here- 
tofore made between the beneficiaries 
under this act and pension agents and 
claim attorneys are specifically declared 
null and void. 

The Number of Possible Pensioners. 


The long list of wars cited above might 
give the impression, unless their dates 
are studied, that this bill opens the way 
to the pensioning of an army. As a mat- 
ter of fact, there Is but a small remnant 
left of men who served in these early 
Indian wars, but as a rule they are needy 
and decrepit as well as very old. When 
a similar bill was before the house in 7%. 
Hon. William Lochren, then commission- 
er of pensfons, submitted an estimate 
of the number of possible beneficiaries 
and the amounts that would, according to 
expert analysis, have to be paid out to 
such pensioners. This showed a total of 
survivors of 4,707, and of surviving wid- 
ows Of 2,924; a grand total of 7,631. The 
rate of pension being $8 per month, the 
cost to the government for the first year 
was estimated at $730,666. The commis- 
sioner, taking the American table of mor- 
tality as his basis, figured the average 
pensionable period at seven and two- 
third years, which would mean a total 
of $5,601,696. 

That was in February. 1895. Since then 
there has been an estimate which would 
seem to indicate that this first one was 
considerably under the mark. The Woch- 
ren estimate did not, however, include the 
Sac and Fox war. Commissioner Fvans 
estimated the total of survivors and wid- 
dows on January 1, 1990, at 7,609. In thie 
estimate of Commissioner Fivans, the suf- 
vivors of the Oregon and Weshington 
Territory war were fieured to he 1,871 and 
the surviving widows 1,139. these making 
nearly one-half of the grand total. 

Southerners in the Lists. 

The Hst of these wars occurred nearly 
fifty vears ago, go {t is fair to presume 
that the limit of possible cost cannot 
possibly exceed that made by Commis- 
sioner Lochren, approximately $5,000,000. 
Indeed, it igs generally believed that so 
frequent have been the visits of death to 
the ranks of these old soldiers that nalf 
that sum will meet all possible demands.

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STATE RESTS ITS CASE 


AGAINST MILLARD LEE 


Slayer of Miss Suttles Will Begin 
Defense Today on Insanity 
Plea 


PROVED NO EASY MATTER 
TO SECURE TWELVE JURORS 


Solicitor Hill Introduced Witnesses 
Zo Show Lee Had Threatened To 
“Fix”? Miss Suttles, and 
Followed That Up with 

the Homicide. ~ 


MINaMT Lee, declared by a jury last 
Week to be sane, was yesterday morning 
placed on trial before Judge John 8. Cand- 
ter in the criminal superior court on the 
charge of murdering Miss Lilla May 
Suttles in Wesley chapel at Ben Hill on 
May 25, and began a hard fight for his 
life. 

The defense of the prisoner will be that 
he was insane at the time of the killing. 
The state made out its case yesterday 
afternoon and the defense will this morn- 
Ing begin the introduction of testimony 
in an effort to sustain its plea. The state 
will present testimony in rebuttal In an 
endeavor to prove that Lee was sane when 
he fired the fatal shot. 

The feature of the girst day of the trial 
‘was the difficulty experienced in select- 
ing a jury. The work of choosing the 
twelve men who @re to determine the 
prisoner’s fate was begun shortly after 
court convened at 8:30 o'clock in the 
morning and the twelfth man had not 
been secured until fifteen minutes to 5 
o'clock. in the afterrfoon. During this time 
120 talesmen had peen examined as to 
their fitness for serving on the jury. This 
number represents ten panels. 

Hard Time Getting a Jury. 

The length of time required and the 
difficulty in securing the jury is remark- 
able. Judge Candler stated yesterday 
afternoon that not since he has been on 
the bench has he ever seen so many tales- 
men examined for one jury. 

This fact was dhe principally to the 
large number excused for cause. The ma- 
jor portion of those summoned stated that 
they had either formed and expressed an 
opinion from hearing the evidence de- 
Iivered on oath; were prejudiced for or 
against fhe prisoner, or that their mindg 
were not perfectly impartial between the 
state and the accused. The names of sev- 
eral of the jurors who served on the in- 
sanity case last Week were called, but 
Judge Candler held that they were dis- 
qualified. 

When the efforts to form the jury began 
five panels of jurors, a total of sixty 
men, were on hand. A few minutes before 
10 o’clock the entire five panels had been 
exhausted and onl? six jurors had been 
chosen. Judge Caridler then drew seven- 
ty-two names from the jury box And an- 
nounced that courf would take a recess 
until 12 o’clock in order that the tales- 
men could be summoned. 

On the reconvening of court a new 
panel wag in the box, but was soon ex- 
hausted. At 2 o’clock court took a re- 
cess for dinner unfil 3 o'clock, at which 
hour the tedious work was resumed. In 
the meantime the court bailiffs had been 
dispatched in varfous§ dtre¢tions with 
summons for néw jurymen. They came 
into court fn squads of two and three 
and other sma?) nimbers arid were ex- 
amined as soon as they arrived, counsel 
agreeing to proceed without a full panel. 
At a quarter to 5 o*clock the twelfth man 
was accepted by both the state and de- 
fense and the jury was complete.

A large crowd was present in the court 
room and remained throughout. the 
selection of the jury. 

The appearance of the prisoner was 
somewhat altered from that of the trial 
last week. He was closely shaven and 
appeared neater. He stil] bore a languid, 
downcast expression, however, and was 
apparently unconcerned in the proceed- 
ings. He kept his head almost constant- 
ly resting on his hand, holding a hand- 
kerchief to the side of his face. 

Attorneys . Reuben Arnold Jr., and 
Lowry Arnold are representing Lee, and 
Solicitor Charley Hill, assisted by At- 
tornecy Claude C. Smith, a cousin of Miss 
‘Suttles, are prosecuting the case. Lee’s 
aged father and his brother occupied 
seats near the attorneys for the defense, 


\.while near the state’s table were seated 


r. 3. M. Suttles, father of Miss Suttles; 
Suttles,her brother; WillH. Abbott, 
an unctie, and John B. Suttles, a cousin. 
A After the selection of the jury. the 
state placed several witnesses on the 
stand to prove the killing and to show a 
motive. The motive, the state contends, 
was jealousy and revenge. Attorney 
Reuben Arnold then outlined the de- 
fense, which he stated would be insanity 
at the time of the killing. After this, 
court adjourned at 6 o'clock until 8:30 
o’clock this morning. 
First Witness Sworn. 

F,. A. Hilburn, of the firm of Hilburn 
& Poole, undertakers, was the first wit- 
ness examined. He had prepared the 
body of Miss Suttles for burial, and testl- 
fled as to the location of the wounds. He 
testified to finding two wounds on the 
body, one in front and one in the back, 
and told of extracting the bullet that en- 
tered the back. 

W. L. Roberts, a resident of Bryants 
district, next testified. He was present 
in Wesley chapel at the time of the 
tragedy, and described it in detail. 

“I was standing near Miss Suttles,”’ 
said the witness, ‘‘and saw Millard Lee 
approach. He shook hands with Miss 
Suttles and spoke to her, asking her if 
he could accompany her home. Miss 
Suttles replied that she had company. 
Both Lee and Miss Suttles then turned 
away and Lee touched her on the arm. 
When she turned toward him Lee re- 
marked, ‘If I cannot go home with you 
I can kill you,’ and fired. At the first 
shot Miss Suttles ran toward her father, 
and Lee fired again. She died within a 
few minutes.’”” 

W. D. Oliver was an eye-witness to 
the tragedy, and testified to practically 
the same facts as the preceding witness. 

Miss Mattie Oliver was the next wit- 
ness. She told of being at’ Mount Gilead 
church in company with Miss Suttles; 
Millard Lee wae also present. 

Intended To “Fix” Her. 

Frank Norton, a young. man, gave evi- 
dence as to a threat made by Lee. 

In answer to a question from Solicitor 
Hill, the witness said: 

“I had a conversation with Millard 
Lee about two weeks before the killing. 
He told me that Miss Suitles had slight- 
ed him, and that he intended to fix her.’’ 

On cross examination by Mr. Arnold, 
the witness said he thought Lee was 
joking when he made the remark, al- 
though he did not know what he meant. 

James Head also tok of a threatening 
remark made by Lee. He atated that in 
a@ conversation with him two or three 
years ago Lee made the assertion that 
if he could not get Miss Suttles, nobody 
else should have her. , 

County Policeman John Olver related 
the story of Lee’s capture at Mableton, 
being the same evidence as he gave at 
the trial last week. 

Bailiff C. H. Bankston, of Judge Can- 
dler’s court, stated that Lee told him 
he killed Miss Suttles because he loved 
her, and could not help it. He testified 
further tHat Lee said he intended to kill 
himself, but that his nerve failed. 

State Rests Its Case 

Solicitor Hill then announced that the 
state rested its case, and Attorney 
Arnold gave an outline of the defense. 

‘We will contend that this killing was 
an act of a madman; that at the time 
Millard Lee killed Miss Suttles he was 
irresponsible,’”’ said he. ‘‘We intend to 
show that he has been mentally unbal- 
anced all of his life, and that he was 
not capable of responsibility for that 
saul tragedy. We do not deny the kill- 
ing, and agree with the state that it 
was a horrible and lamentable affair, 
but we contend that the act was com- 
mitted by a man possessed of a derang- 
ed, disordered mind. We intend to show 
that there was no motive for Lee to 
kill this lamented young lady, but that 
the affair resulted from monomania.”’ 

Court then adjourned. The case will be 
fought on practically the same grounds 
as in the special insanity trial. It is 
expected that the hearing will not con- 
clude before Thurstuy.

Washington, June 23.—The conference 
report on the naval appropriation Dill, 
which was reported to the senate today, 
was only a partial report. Many of the 
important amendments inserted by the 
senate are still in controversy, and will 
be made the subject of further confer- 
ence. The undetermined questions are 
all those pertaining to the increase of 
the navy, including the proposed addi- 
tional torpedo boafs and the point as to 
whether any of the new war ships shall 
be built in government navy yards, and 
ali the provisions concerning the navy 
yard at Charleston, S. C.,

ea by the conference are those providing

CONGRESS TO USE PROBE 


All Expenditures of Cuban Funds To 
Be Investigated. 


BARTLETT CARRIES HIS POINT 


Republicans Feared To Oqpose Reso- 
lution Calling for Statement 
from Root. 


Washington, Jurfie 23.—(Special.)—The 
house today passed without opposition 
ing the secretary of war to send to con- 
gresg the records of all paYments made 
from the funds of Cuba to any individual, 
corporation or association for the purpose 
of promoting sentiment in favor of Cuban 
tariff legislation. 

After Judge Bartlett had secured a fa- 
vorable report from the committee on 
Mmailitary affairs with the aspistance of 
the beet sugar republicans, who are 
equally anxious with the democrats that 
all the facts should come out, the aéd- 
ministration leaders of the house decided 
it would be the worst kind of policy 
to oppose the resolution, as it would give 
their opponents more cause to charge 
that salient facts were being suppressed.

RICE INDUSTRY OF THE SOUTH. 


It Is Being Transferred to Louisiana 
and Texas. 

Washington, June 2%.—The census bu- 
reau issued a report on the rice industry, 
including cleaning and polishing, showing 
a capital of $2,601,352 invested in the eighty 
establishments reporting for the industry 
in the United States. This sum repre- 
sents the value of land, buildings, ma- 
chinery, tools and implements, and the 
live capita] utilized. The value of the 
products is given as $8,723,726, te produce 
which involved an outlay of $182,083 for 
salaries of officials, clerks, etc.; $265,585 
for wages; $230,203 for miscellaneous ex- 
penses, including taxes, rent, ete, and 
$7,575,522 for materials used, mill supplies, 
freight and fuel. Since 1880 the number 
of establishments increased 264 per cent; 
capital 363 per cent and value of products 
178 per. cent. The increase in the in- 
dustry In Louisiana and Texas is very 
marked, their production having ad- 
vanced from 75,753,856 pounds in 1880 to 
179,919,298 pounds in 1900, an increase of 
137.5 per cent. 

The statistics show that this industry is 
being transferred from the south Atlan- 
tic states to Louistana and Texas. The 
Cighty establishments cleaned 398,602,018 
pounds of rough rice, valued at $7,184,208. 
From this were obtained $243,031,200 pounds 
of clean rice and 155,570,818 pounds of by- 
products. Included in the quantity of rice 
milled are 39,414,459 pounds of foreign rice. 
received principally from China and 
Japan and handled by milis on the Pacific 
coast in New York city and in New Or- 
leans. , 

The report continues: 

“The large production of 1899 reduced 
the net imports for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1900, to the low figure of 
75,380,764 pounds, which was only 24 per 
cent of the consumption. Besides furnish- 
ing 76 per cent of its tota] consumption 'n 
1899, this country exported 12,947,999 
pounds of clean rice, or 5 per cent of the 
total production. The _ solution of the 
irigation problem in Louisiana and Texas 
will enable the United States to show a

The Speculative Outlook. 


Henry Clews & Co., New York, in their re- 
view of the stock market, say: 

“Crop news is generally favorable. Rain 
in abundant quantities over large 
of the country and the eondition 
of corn is excellent; wheat is improving and 
cotton holds its own well.

Are Discussing Per Diem. 

A meeting of the executive and operat- 
ing officials of the railroads of Georgia 
and South Carolina is being held in Co- 
lumbia, S. C., at which arrangements are 
being made for the inauguration of the 
system of per diem charges for freigh* 
cars. This system was adopted by the 
roads composing the American Railway 
Association and goes into effect on July 1 

Heretofore railroads have paid for the 

use of freight cars of other roads on a 
basis of mileage traveled. This system 
proved highly unsatisfactory, as roads ex 
perienced great difficulty in getting their 
ears back from other roads. Under the 
new system cars will be paid for by the 
day and it is thought that all roads wil! 
exercise great diligence in returning the 
ears of other Ines. 
The change means a revolution In the 
system of car accounting. Many problems 
which will come up under the new system 
are being discussed at the meeting. The 
roads composing the Southeastern Car 
Service Association are represented af 
the meeting, as are a number of roads in 
thts territory which are not members of 
the association. Chairman J. C. Haskel} 
of the Southeastern Car Service As- 
sociation, and President Charles A. Wick- 
ersham, of the Atlanta and West Point 
and the Western of Alabama, are in at- 
tendance.

'GOOD RACING AT THE .FAIR.

SANITARY STABLES 
SOON T0 BE READY 


Bids for Necessary Structure Will Be 
Called for at Once. 


WILL MEAN A GREAT SAVING 


New Stables Will Accommodate All 
the Stock and Wagons of the 
Sanitary Department—Sta- 
bles To Be Completed 
Before Winter. 


The new stables for the sanitary de- 
partment will be ready for occupancy 
before the list of next October, if the 
plans of that department are carried out 
during the summer months. 

Chief Hope announced yesterday that 
he was ready to advertise for bids for 
the erection of the new stables, and the 
advertisement will probably be published 
today. 

The erection of stables for the sanitary 
department is a matter that has been 
agitated for the past six or seven years, 
but it has never been within sight until 
the present time. 

The lot bought by the sanitary depart- 
ment is on the corner of Rhodes and 
Iiulsey streets, and on that lot the new 
stables will be erected. The plans for 
the stables have been drawn by Architect 
B. A. Pugin, and when completed they 
will accommodate al] of the stock and 
wagons in the sanitary department, 

The new stable will accommodate about 
200 head of stock and over 100 wagons 
and carts. all the department now has. 
The stalls for the stock are large and 
commodious, being 5 by 8 feet, and ar- 
ranged in such a manner that all of the 
stock may be taken better care of than 
ever. 

On the ground floor of the building will 
be the blacksmith shop for the depart- 
ment, which is 66 by 24 feet in size and 
large enough to do all of the repairing. 


, On the second floor of the building will 


be a place for washing the wagons and 

for keeping the feed. The forage will be 

unloaded direct from the railroad onto 

the second floor of the building, and this 

will be a great saving to the city in that 

it will not have to be handled but once. 
Will Mean a Great Saving. 

The bids are yet to come in, of course, 
and it is impossible to tell what the ex- 
act cost will be, but it Is safe to say 
that the plans call for a building that. 
will cost well within $4,000. 

It is estimated by the sanitary depart- 
ment that the new stables will pay for 
themselves within one year after they 
are built. Chief Hope says there are now 
100 wagons being uséd by the sanitary 
department besides the stock and men 
that it takes to work these wagons. By 
having the stables for the department in 
the city it will save at least three hours’ 
time per day for every wagon. In a 
year's time the saving frgm this source 
alone will amount to more:'than the cost 
of the new stable, to say nothing of the 
wear and tear on the wagons and the 
stock,
